All this tobacco 
has been bulk fermented before being packed, so that the shrinkage on the Zimmer 
Spanish will be small.

ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In 1901 and 1902 the Bureau of Soils, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in their soil surveys 
of Texas, Alabama, and South Carolina, encountered cer- 
tain soils which were believed, after a careful examina- 
tion and comparison with the tobacco soils of Cuba and 
Florida, would successfully grow the Cuban type of filler 
leaf. Investigations of a similar character were also 
eonducted in Ohio, where the Zimmer Spanish type is 
now grown, which approximates the Cuban type closely 
in certain characteristics. These experiments were con- 
ducted and the tobacco grown in cooperation with certain 
planters in these States, about 25 acres being grown, as 
follows:

The Department of yatta will receive no finan- 
cial return from the sale of this tobacco, but is solely 
interested in the result as indicating the judgment of the 
trade as to the commercial value and desirability of the 
leaf for filler purposes. It is the desire of the Depart- 
ment to have the tobacco distributed as widely as possi- 
ble. Samples have been submitted to prominent brokers 
and manufacturers in quantities sufficient for the manu- 
facture of cigars, and the reports received from them have 
been favorable. 
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The tobacco has been grown under the direction and 
control of the Bureau of Soils, and has been fermented, 
graded, and baled according to the most improved meth- 
ods adapted to these styles of leaves. The Cuban tobacco 
is packed in the Cuban style of bales and the Zimmer 
Spanish in cases. The leaves are of medium size and 
have the Cuban appearance. The tobacco burns a good 
ash, without flaking and without coaling. 

In calling attention to this product, the Bureau of Soils 
desires especially to obtain opinions from as many sources 
as possible as to the commercial value of the tobacco, and 
any criticisms or suggestions from those who purchase 
the tobacco or handle samples will be welcomed. 

To relieve the Bureau of Soils of the details of the sale 
and to insure the protection of the growers, the actual sale 
of the tobacco has been turned over to Mr. Herman G. 
Vetterlein, 115 Arch street, Philadelphia, Pa., from whom 
samples can be obtained, and in whose office the tobacco 
can be inspected. The tobacco may also be inspected at 
the Department, in Washington. The responsibility of 
the Bureau as regards the crop ceases with this notice. 
The growers have assumed the responsibility for the 
delivery of the product, and all transactions arising from 
the sale will be a matter of adjustment through Mr. 
Vetterlein between the growers and the purchasers.
